Ordinance Prevents Heads of 
Departments From Appoint- 
ing Their Relatives or Those 
of Mayor or Councilmen---Ex- 
ception Made When Heads 
Are Named by People. 


The nepotism ordinance was adopted 
by the general council yesterday after- 
noon by a vote of 18 to 9, and Mayor 
Winn has won hie fight for what he 
believed to be a very much needed re- 
form in municipal affairs. 

The vote stood as follows: 

Ayes—Kelley, Grant, Johnson, War- 
ren, Everett, Spratling, VanDyke, Bas- 
kin, Curtis, McClelland, Guess, War- 
nock, Vaughan, Nutting, Dent, An- 
drews, Evins, Humphrey—18. 

Nays—Maddox, Hatcher, 
Greer, Sisson, Minor, Chambers, 
Baker—9. 

Councilman Johnston was in the 
chair, as Alderman Candler was absent. 

Thus ends the fight against the prac- 
tice of giving kinfolks jobs without 
publicity, for the ordinance provides 
that kinsmen can be given office if 
counoll approves the same. 

The ordinance which was adopted is 
as follows: 

“Section 1.

That no person shall be 


, elected or appointed by any of the 


heads of any of the departments, 
boards, commissions or departmental 
organization of the city to any salaried 
position in or under said department, 
boards, eta, except upon the approval 
of the mayor and by a two-thirds vote 
of the general council, with full know!l- 
edge of the facts, who is related within 
the third degree either by consanguin- 
ity or affinity to the heads of said de- 
partments, boards, etc., or any member 
thereof, or who is related in like de- 
gree either to the mayor or any mem- 
ber of the general council, or the mem- 
ber of any board thereof, etc., in office 
at the time of such election or appoint- 
ment. 

“Sec. 2. That the provisions of this 
ordinance shall not apply to such de- 
partments, boards, etc., where the se- 
lection of the appointee or employee 
is based upon eligibility and fitness for 
service, ascertained by mental or other 
examination provided by rules, regula- 
tions or ordinances governing such de- 
partments, boards, etc. 

“Sec. 3. That any member of said 
boards, departments, etc., who shall ap- 
point or vote for any person to any 
position in violation of the provisions 
ef this ordinar-: shall be deemed guil- 
ty of a breach of duty, and subject to 
removal from office on account thereof 

“Sec. 4. That the provisions of this 
ordinance shall not apply in a case 
where the heads of departments are 
elected by a vote of the people, and 
announced prior to such elections the 
names of assistants to be appointed in 
said departments, and in cases where 
candidates for any municipal office are 
elected by the people, and no person 
shall be disqualified from holding any 
municipal office elected by the people 
by reason of kinsship either with the 
mayor or any member of the general 
council.”

PLAYING POLICE, 
BOY MEETS DEATH 


Supposed Empty Re- 
volver Takes Toll. 


Robt. Lee Harrison, Jr., Places 
Revolver to Head and Pulls 
Trigger, the Only Cartridge 
in the Gun Exploding---Dies 
Without Saying a Word. 


“Watch me; I’m not afraid!’’ cried 
Robert Lee Harrison, Jr., 14 years old, 
of 11 Loomis street, yesterday after- 
noon, as he placed a revolver to his 
head in the course of a game of police 
with two friends. 

He snapped the trigger, and the 
only cartridge which had been left in 
the magazine exploded. He fell to the 
floor before the frightened eyes of his 
playmates, and dieg in a few minutes 
without speaking a word. 

Robert had been playing all after- 
noon with Taylor Anchors, 5 years old, 
and Clanton Anchors, 8, of 10 Loomis 
street, and his younger brother, John, 
aged 10. The other little boys had 
small toy pistols, and a game of police 
was in progress. Because he had no 
pistol Robert slipped into the house 
and secured a 32-caliber revolver be- 
longing to his older brother, Gordon, 
18 years old, who works at night in 
the terminal] station, and was asleep at 
the ‘time. 

Every one of the boys except Robert 
was afraid of the big gun, and to 
reassure his friends he placed it to his 
head and snapped the trigger to show 
that it would not hurt him. All the 
cartridges except one had been taken 
out to prevent any such accident, and it 
was a mere chance that the triggar 
snapped on this one, killing the little 
boy instantly. 

A hurry calj for the Grady ambu- 
lance was sent in, but the child was 
dead before it arrived. Sergeant Luck 
and Call Officers Johnson and McWil- 
liams made an investigation of the 
shooting, summoning the coroner, as all 
the witnesses were under age. An 
inquest was held last night. 

Robert was the son of R. L. Harri- 
son, baggage master on the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad, and a nephew 
of Sherif and Mrs. Mangum. Mr. 
Harrison was out of the city at the 
time of the accident yesterday, and 
reached home ignorant of the death 
of his child. Robert was in the first 
grade of the Boys’ High School in the 
business course, where he was a leader 
among his classmates and considered 
one of the brightest boys in school. 
He is survived by his father, two 
brothers and one sister, his mother 
having dieq about a year ago.

the name of the brand of all liquors, 
beers, wines, etc. 

Sec. 2. That in the event that any 
person or firm or corporation shall} 
have consigned them in one- 
more than two shipments in any one 

week, then a full report shall. be made 
of said receipts the same as provided 
in section -. 

The ordinance further requires that 
all delivery of liquor shall be made 
to bona fide holders of bDilis of lading. 

A violation of the law calls for a 
fine between $100 and $500.

CAPITAL OF STATE OF SONORA

Nogales, Mexico, March 20.—Hermo- 
sillo, capital of the state of Sonora, Is 
believed to be in danger of an attack by 
rebel forces. 

On orders of the Mexican government, 
federal forces are being rushed from 
various points along the northern 
boundary into Mogales, and thence 
south over the Sonora railroad to Her- 
mosillo.

Finance Minister Denies He Is

Mexico City, March 20.—With a 
warning to all Mexicans that with 
every day the rebellion continues the 
danger of international complications 
increases, a plea to them to rally to 
the support of General Diaz, and a 
declaration taht the government never 
can enter into peace negotiations with 
individuals in arms, Finance Minister 
Jose Yves Limantour, who reached 
here today, entered upon the task 
of pacification which the world at last 
has set for him, and upon the outcome 
of which the whole world is inter- 
ested. 

Bears No Peace Conditions. 

Mr. Limantour declared that th@ 
statement that he was the bearer of 
conditions for the establishment of 
peace, placed in his hands by the Ma- 
deros in New York, was an absurdity. 


“With bad grace could I be the 
bearer of such a paper, when publicly 
I have declared that the government 
could never enter into negotiations 
with individuals in arms. A govern- 
ment should do that which a reason- 
able public opinion demands, but it 
should not, and cannot, on pain of ex- 
tinguishing itself, acede to the armed 
| pressure of a group of misguided sons 
of the country. They must lay down 
their arms if they wish to bring about 
the reforms that may be necessary.” 

Of the insurrection itself, Mr. Li- 
mantour had nothing to add, he said, 
to what he has previously said, that 
it constitutes treason. 

“It is a crime of ‘lesa patria’ that 
those Mexicans who are fighting in 
insurrectos are com- 
mitting, because every day the danger 
of international complications §in- 
creases.”’ 


Limantour Will Support Diaz. 

In reply to a suggestion that great 
results were expected to follow his 
return to Mexico, he sald: 


“It ig a heavy burden 
opinion would place upon 
ders, and no one man 
without the co-operation of all good 
Mexicans. I furthermore cannot un- 
derstand why such an effort is de- 
eg, of me, when the direction of 
the policy of our government ig in the 
hands of no less a man than the illus- 
trious statesman who has formed the 
country, who has developed it and has 
given it a high place among the na- 
tions. We must then place our con- 
fidence in the expert helmsman who 
in the past has skillfully met the 
Zreatest dangers and jend him al! the 
aid of which we are capable, each in

Danville Citizen Writes 
to Widow of Victim. 


In Severe Arraignment of Ex- 
Chief, He Says Stripling Told 
Danville People Cornett Was 
‘“‘Moonshiner”’ in Order to Cur- 
ry Favor With Church People. 


Mrs. Georgia M. Nelson, of Chipley, 
widow of W. J. Cornett, who was kill- 
ed by Thomas Edgar Stripling, in 
Harris county in 1897, has sent The 
Constitution a letter c.he received from 
W. B. Jamerson, of Damnville, Va, re- 
garding Stripling’s case, and in which 
he states he is glad she is letting the 
public know the facts surrounding the 
Killing of her husband. 

Jamerson states in his letter that 
Stripling, who served several years as 
chief of police in Danville after his es- 
cape from the Harris county jail, had 
told the people of Danville that Cor- 
nett wasrunning ga blockade still, and 
he expressed the belief that Stripling 
told that “because the church he had 
gotten into and this dry crowd was 
bitterly opposed to liquor.” 

Jamerson’s letter is of especial inter- 


est in view of the fact that Stripling’s 
application for pardon is to be heard 
by the prison commission next week. 
It is as follows: 

“Dear Mrs. Nelson: I read your let- 
ter in the paper, Which I believe to 
be the facts about Stripling killing 
your husband. 1 was proud to know 
of your taking an interest in letting 
the public know the factsin the case. 
Stripling has told the Danville people 
that your husband was an outlaw and 
was running a blockade distillery, 
which 1 believe he did because the 
church he had gotten into and this dry 
crowd was bitterly opposed to liquor, 
and if it is the case, I hope you will 
write the facts for the paper. 

“If I were in your place I would 
publish in papers regular the true 
facts. I know to my own certain 
knowledge that Stripling has kilied 
two men, one vhite man and one col- 
ored, and crippled another, also shot 
one, beat an old confederate soldier 
with hig billy and was fined by the 
mayor’s court for it. 

“It is evident to good and honest cit- 
izens of this town that he shot the 
colored man to keep him frein telling 
on him, because he was a stranger 
here, and no one knew him. I have 
been told that Stripling met him in 
the railroad yard and told him to 
come to his home that night, and 
when he went, he shot him and said 
he was breaking in on him.

Major E. C. Gordon Named as 
Co-respondent by Tenney.

Richmond, Va., March 20.—S(pecial.) 
Both George O. Tenney, president of

Louis O. Wenniburg argued the case 
for George O. Tenney. Mrs. Tenney 
Was represented by William L. Royall. 

Mr. Royall’s description of Mr. Ten- 
ney pictured him as a man thoroughly 
depraved. He said that Tenney had 
“No more regard for his oath than a 
Sioux Indian has for the Ten Com- 
mandments,”’ 

Major E. C. Gordon Named. 

Mr. Wenniburg, Mr. Tenney’s lawyer, 
came into court with a voluminous 
record of the alleged misconduct of 
Mrs. Emma Schommaker Tenney with 
Muor E. C. Gordon, of Georgia, a for- 
mer Baptist minister. With unsparing 
bluntness, Mr. Wenniburg, in his writ- 
ten recital, characterizes Mrs. Tenney 
as “A shrewd, keen, cunning woman,” 
attributing to her that power of en- 
chantment over men which mythology 
attributes to the pitiless Circe. 

Neither George O. Tenney nor Mrs. 
Tenney appeared in court this morning 
while the argument was in progress. 

Royall said before opening his argu- 
ment that he wished to notify Wenni- 
burg that he would ask the court to 
allow Mrs. Tenney $1,500 for lawyer's 
fees as soon as the argument closed. | 
Tenney has acknowledged that he has! 
an income of $10,000 a year, said 
Royal. 

Counsel for Mrs. Tenney character- 
ized George O. Tenney as “an unblush- 
ing perjurer, an unscrupulous man, who 
would swear to anything to gain his 
ends.”" Repeatedly he referred to Mr. 
Tenney as “Tenney, the perjurer.” He 
said that he would show that Mrs. Ten- 
ney is the victim of a conspiracy. 

Letters From Other Women. 

He described Tenney as devoid of any 
trace of moral character, and declared 
that he had cunningly conspired to rid 
himself of the wife for whom he no 
longer cared, preferring the company 
of other women. 

Royall read a letter addressed to 
Tenney and signed Mary Horn. In this 
letter Miss Horn made statements 
showing that she had been criminally 
intimate with Tenney. Royall read a 
letter, which he said Tenney had writ- 
ten to a friend, a Mrs. Whiteman. In 
this letter Tenney admits that he has 
met a@ woman for whom he has a great 
attachment and that he would marry 
her if he coula€ get a divorce. 

“This is the man who tells us he 
did not want a divorce,” added Royall, 
with withering scorn. He denounced 
Tenney as a “faithless brute.” He said 
Tenney has his wife shadowed by de- 
tectives. 

Woman’s Corset in Hig Room. 

“Mrs. Tenney found a woman's cor- 
set in Tenney’s room at the Richmond 
hotel,” said Royal, “but Tenney had 
@® lying explanation for it. He told 
her he got it from a corset drummer.’ 

Major EB. C. Gordon, the co-respond- 
ent named by Mr. Tenney, was de- 
scribed by the lawyer as “one of the 
finest men living, and a brother of 
General John B. Gordon.” 

“This man William Hampton is an 
ignorant, cornfield negro,” said Royall.

NO SQUARE DEAL 


GIVEN TO ARIZONA 


In Denying Her State- 
hood, Says Roosevelt. 


The Colonel Says He Objects 
to Certain Features of Ari- 
zona’s Constitution, but That 
Is a Matter Which Concerns 
Arizona, and Not Outsiders. 


Phoenix, Ariz., March 20.—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt addressed one of 
the largest throngs ever assembled in 


the southwest in the Plaza here today, 
his theme being Arizona statehood. 
Colonel Roosevelt attended a lunch- 
eon given in his honor by members of 
his former rough rider regiment, ani 
then proceeded to the. Plaza. 
Colonel Roosevelt's Address. 
Colonel Roosevelt said in part: 


“Tl regret that Arizona was not ad- 
mitted to statehood by the last con- 
gress, and I trust that the next con- 
gress will admit it. The objections 
to admitting it, I regard as without 
warrant or justice. Apparently these 
objections have been chiefly or en- 
tirely due to the fact that Arizona has 
adopted in its constitution the refer- 
endum, initiative and recall. 

‘I do not agree with the form in 
which Arizona adopted the recall, es- 
pecially as regards the judiciary; but 
while I regret that Arizona should 
have adopted the recall in this fashion, 
I not merely admit, but insist, that 
this matter is purely for Arizona’s own 
decision, and that neither the opinion 
of myself nor any other outsider has 
the slightest bearing on Arizona’s 
right to the privilege of statehood. 
What the views of New York and 
Texas on the question may be has 
nothing whatever to do with Arizo- 
na’s right to its own views. 

“The principles of the initiative and 
referendum may or may not be adapt- 
ed to the needs of a given state under 
given conditions--I believe they ars; 
useful in some communities and not 
in others—but to deny a territory the 
right of statehood ause it hag 
adopted these principles is as wrong 
as to say that Vermont should not be 
a state because its governmental sys- 
tem is based on the principle of ‘the 
town meeting. If the constitution of 
the United States forbids the use of 
the referendum or initiative, then the 
constitution should be amended with- 
out delay. 


Believes in Rights of States. 


“T am a strong nationalist, but I am 
no less a believer in the rights of the 
states wherever the rights of the 
states mean the rights of the peopla, 
and in this case the rights of the peo- 
ple include the right of tne people of 
any state to decide on any course of 
action it deems best in this matter. 
The United States government is 
honor bound to admit Arizona under 
its present constitution. 

“Now, my friends, while in the ful- 
lest way I thus acknowledge your 
right to form the constitution that 
you have formed ana to be admitted 
thereunder to full membership in the 
federal union, I also wish it distinct- 
ly understood that while there are 
many provisions in your proposed con- 
stitution with which I most heartily 
agree, there are some with which I 
disagree, and notably among these is 
the provision of the recall, especially 
affecting the judiciary. 

‘“T admit the melancholy fact that 
there are states where judges have 
so acted as to make it justifiable and 
necessary for the people to adopt 
measures for retiring all such judges 
from office. But, speaking generally 
ana as regards most communities un- 
der normal! conditions, I feel that it is 
to the interest of decent citizens who 
want nothing but justice tn Its broad- 
est and truest sense not to adopt any 
measure which would make judges 
timid. which would make them fearful 
lest deciding rightly in some given 
case might arouse a storm of danger, 
temporary but fatal. 

Way to Remove Judges. 

“Some way should be provided by 
which, in extreme cases and after 
careful] deliberation, it should be pos- 
sible to remove a judge, even though 
the circumstances would not justify 
his impeachment; but I think that 
some such wiser method than that you 
have devised in your constitution 
should be adopted. 

“In any event, a measure fraugat 
with such possibility for mischief, as 
the recall of judges, as you have pro- 
vided for it, should not be adopted 
until by actual experiment you are 
driven to it as a necessary but regret- 
table method of doing away with some 
even worse evil. 

‘The initiative, 
call are not in. 
value—they are simply 
achievement of an end.”

Brewster, of the Atlanta bar, advances a theory of tariff reform and 
a plan for the lowering of iniquitously high protective duties that 
could profitably receive the attention of the new congress. 

The plan of this eminent member of the Georgia bar may be con- 
sidered entirely apart from any political arnbition—for ‘he has none. 
Colonel Brewster is neither a visionary, a seeker after notoriety, nor 
a man who unduly rejoices in the sound of his own voice. He is an 
unobtrusive,*thoughtful and earnest student of law, politics, anc 
economics, and he stands at the very top of the Georgia bar. 

Realizing that the tariff issue is ingrained in the very life of the 
nation; that it is the great, overshadowing business and political 
problem, and the rock on which parties are founded and divide, he 
presents his views with the frankness and the seriousness worthy of 
the importance of a big subject. 

To begin with, Colonel Brewster holds to the democratic doc- 
trine of a revenue tariff as opposed to a protective tariff. He believes 
all tariff rates should be reduced to the revenue point, but he would 
have this brought about gradually and not arbitrarily, by one slash- 
ing stroke. 

This is the keynote of his argument and his plan: No sudden 
and sweeping change causing violent reversions; but a steady, grad- 
ual, inevitable revision downward, with the policy-and plan declared 
now. 

The principle of protection, long recognized and practiced by 
the republican party in making tarfff laws, has affected all industrial 
and business life. However iniquitous and unjust fn practical opera- 
tion, it was the government’s declared policy, and the trusts and big 
combinations of capital fostered under it have grown by govern- 
ment favor. Speaking of this principle of protection Colonel Brews- 
ter says: : 

It is a great evil. It is fundamentally wrong. ... It ought to be elimi- 
nated, and it will be: not now and at once, for that fs not possible, and to 


attempt it would invite inevitable disaster to every interest. Here lies the 
danger to the democtfatic party. 


His method of relief consists in the passage of legislation by 
congress calling for gradual reduction in schedules each year until 
they reach a revenue point, this point to be decided by a tariff com- 
mission to be created with plenary power of investigation. 

The mere suggestion of a tariff commission will cause some 
good democrats to balk. Objections can and will_be urged against 
lodging such power in the hands of a legislative commission. It may 
be said that failure of the commission to act in time may destroy 
certain industries. That is true, but this would be no more apt to 
result than from a sudden and sweeping revision of present sched- 
ules below both the reasonable and the revenue point. 

The plan is put forward only in general terms and merely in the 
shape of a suggestion to those skilled in shaping revenue laws. But 
it has the germ of an illuminating and safe method of proceeding 
with the work of tariff revision. 

Had the institution of slavery been abolished by degrees:as the 
great Lincoln planned, the economic and industrial system of the 
south would have been spared the titanic shock it suffered. 

The cure for a confirmed dipsomaniac does not congist in the 
sudden and cruel shutting off of all alcoholic liquors, for such a com- 
plete and radical change results usually in the death of the victim. 

So with the case of protection: Though an outgrown policy, a 
cishonest, unjust, and iniquitous policy; it is one of long standing 
under which great industries have been built up by law, though at 
the expense of the people. 

To suddenly and violently raze this industrial system, would be 
revolutionary and bring in its train serious consequences. 


| A material reduction, so designed that the people can see and feel 


it, is demanded. The plan of a percentage reduction annually, as 
Colonel Brewster suggests, would certainly bring this about. It 
might be small at first, but the public would derive an appreciable 
benefit, and the big interests would realize that they must shorten 
sail to meet the changed winds. 

If the democrats decline to revise the tariff downward, they will 
be discredited and dishonored ; if they proceed too rashly, and bring 
about sudden and sweeping losses, they will not retain their place 
as national stewards longer than the next general election. 

Between these two extremes they must take their course, and 
‘they could not do better than enforce a percentage reduction annual- 
ily. It need not be the same percentage for all schedules, for some 
are more unjust than others. But a percentage reduction can be felt 
and understood; it will satisfy the people, and permit the industries 


time for readjustment.

DEMOCRATS MUST ABOLISH 


PROTECTION BY DEGREES 


—Col. P. #. Brewster 


Editor Constitution: “What wil] the 
democrats do?’ is a question being 
asked, and perhaps no one is able sto 
answer. What they ought to do is a 
proposition more important, and an- 
sewers thereto may be a subject of dis- 
cussion. There is no doubt that what 
they really do will determine whether 
the people will invest them with the 
administration of the government in 
1912. The way the democrats handle 
the tariff will either bring success to 
the party or invite defeat. 

This is the rock upon which parties 
oftenest founder. No party can enact 
any general tariff iaw, which will sat- 
isfy all the people, and it would be 
safe to say perhaps most of the people. 
Both national parties have undertaken 
the task, anq both have met disaster 
because of the way in which they dls- 
posed of it. If the democrats follow 
in the ways heretofore taken when 
dealing with the subject, it is very 
likely in the end defeat will be their 
reward. 

The Line of Division. 

The policy of the democratic party 
has always been tariff for revenue: 
that of the republicans, protection. 
One contends for revenue, with pro- 
tection only as an incident; the other 
protection, and revenue as an inci- 
dent. 

Protection hag become a potent fac- 
tor in all tariff laws. So much so ‘its 
influence affects the whole industrial 
and business life of this country. It 
is a great evil. It is fundamentally 
wrong. It levies tribute on some of 
the people in behalf of the others 
Beneath ite protecting wings tha 
trusts have been bred and multiplied. 
The great fortunes have been ac- 
cumulated. The rich have grown) 
richer ang the poor poorer. All man- 
ner of corruption has crept into the 
body 
every department of government. 
The executive, legislative and judi- 
cial—nothing has escaped its defile- 
ment. It ought to be eliminated, and 
it will be. Not now and at once, for 
that is not possible; for to attempt it 
would invite inevitable disaster to 
évery interest. 

Here lies the danger to the demo- 
cratic party. If it undertakes to en- 
act a general tariff law in line with 
its policy of eliminating the protec- 
tion principle and reasonably suc- 
ceeds, it will defeat the party at the 
next general election, and if it enacts 
one retaining protection as a factor, 
that will involve it in a contradiction. 

Suggests Tariff Commission. 

Then, what ought it to do? This 
the solution which I suggest: 

Let the democrats by proper legis- 
lation create a tariff commission. not 
such as the present administration has 
organized, or such as it has advocat2d 
on. Let the personnel of this com- 
gress; but a commission sufficient in 
number that an expert tn each of the 
leading schedules may be placed there- 
on. Let the personne! of this com- 
mission be made up of men of ability 
and skill, non-partisan as far as that 
can be Give it plenary power to in- 
vestigate any and all schedwies; yas, 
any and all items of every schedule. 
and ascertain where produced, the cost 
of production, including transporta- 
tion; the wages received by those em- 
ployed in the production, the amount 
of capital invested, the prices at which 
it is sold in the markets of the worl. 
the profits earned, the dividends ‘pai4, 
etc.; in fact, the power and facilities 
to learn all about each schedule and 
each item of every achedule. 

Then, taking as a basis, even the

Another provision should be ftmeors 
porated in the law, and that is thie 
If any domestic enterprise shall find & 
further reduction of rates on articlas 
competing with its products will de 
etroy its business, such enterprise may 
make application to the commission 
for a suspension of further reduction, 

When such application is made, the 
opportunity is afforded the commission 
to ascertain everything necessary tao 
be known about that industry and 
whether or not it can survive under a 
rate lower. If the comm*t!sston finds it 
eannot, it shall suspend a further re- 
duction and report its action to- tne 
next congress, and congress can deters 
mine whether such industry shal! be 
protected or not. 

Of course, this is onlv a general out. 
line of a policy which I believe will 
solve the tariff problem. The details 
will be worked out by those skilled tn 
matters of fegislation. The great ideg 
being to gradually eliminate protec 
tion’ as a prime factor in tariff laws, 
and at the same time not bring about 
disaster to any interests. 

Vast Revenue Needed. 

The expenditures of the government 
are so enormous that in dealing with 
the tariff an eye must be kept on the 
revenue which will be produced. and 
the rate should be that rate which wil! 
produce most revenue. It is not pos- 
sible for congress arbitrarily to fix 
that rate. It can be ascertained only 
by experience. The proper rate ‘s 
found by experiment. A commission 
whose duty is to watch the effect 
which follows each reduction will be 
able to find that rate. and when it ‘s 
found then it can become fixed. Again, 
there is no doubt that many enter- 
prises have come into existence be-- 
cause of the advantages they get from 
the protection afforded by the duty im- 
posed on imports of like products. and 
if all protection was removed such en- 
terprises would not survive, and rath- 
er than briig; immediate disaster to 
such interests it rw better for the 
present to ccntinue as to them suc 
a degree of protecfion as will enable 
them to fortify themselves against 
such a change. Here again congress 
cannot wisely deternmine just what 
rate should be fixed, but the commis- 
sion can. } 

Much possidly can be said against 
the suggestion. I am sure much can 
be said in its favor.

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 20.—Three 
experts from the bureau of animal in- 
dustry of the department of agricul- 
ture testified for the government when 
the coca-cola case was resumed in the 
federal court here today. 

The evidence produced was as to the 
effect of caffeine, one of the ingredients 
on animals. Dr. F. P. 


who previously had testified as to the 


.effect of caffeine on rabbits and other 


animals, was recalled to the stand, but 
no new points were brought out in his 
testimony. 

The first witness of the day-.was Dr. 
Formad, in charge of the bureau of ant- 
mal industry at Washington. He told 
of having performed post-mortem ex- 
aminations on many animals which had 
died under treatment with caffeine. In 
all cases, he said, he discovered ab-

normal conditions of the intestines, con~ 


gestion and an arresting of the func- 
tional activities. He said the stomach 
showed fullness of the blood vessels 
caused by the use of caffeine. There 
were symptoms aiso of injury to the 
kidneys, brain and spinal cord.

Dr. B. A. Gallagher, of Washington, a 
graduate of Cornell, and now connected 
with the bureau of animal industry, 
testified as to holding post-mortem ex- 
aminations on rabbits which had died

gestion due to the presence of caffeine. 

Dr. William Worth Hale, pharma- 
cologist, graduate of the University of 
Medicine of Michigan, testified that “he 
had used caffeine on nerves and mus- 
cles of frogs and other animals. He 
asserted that the lower animals were 
not so susceptible to caffeine as man: 
that the rabbit has a resisting power 
40 per cent greater than that of man; 
that one grain of caffeine used on a 
four-pound rabbit has the same effect 
as four grains on a man weighing 160 
pounds. 

How Caffeine Affects System. 

Dr. William Salant, pharmacologist, 
graduate of Cornell, now of the bureau 
of chemistry, said he had experimented 
on rabbits with caffeine; had also used 
the drug on guinea pigs, white mice, 
rats, cats, dogs, pigeons and frogs in 
great numbers. He asserted that in all 
cases of the use of the drug he had 
found that caffeine would inflame the 
spinal cord, stomach and brain, and 
overstimulate the heart. He stated 
positively that caffeine is. not a food, 
and that it injures the kidneys, and has 
a tendency to produce diabetes. °

Washington, March 20.—The gov- 
ernment’s receipts from interna] reve- 
nue are at their high-water mark. 

During the first eight .months of 
the present fiscal year $199,837,080 
was collected, an increase of more 
than $22,000,000 for the same perio4 
last year. Receipts for February alone 
were $1,692,000 greater than for Feb- 
ruary, 1910. 

Higher taxes on tobacco are largely 
responsible. The new tariff increased 
receipts from that source about $800.- 
000 a month. The increase in the con- 
sumption of beer was responsible fo- 
an increase of $366,000 in February 
alone Taxes on oleomargarine are 
falling off. The taxes on whisky and 
other spirits for February alone this 
year were $11,000,000. 

Corporation tax receipts are begin- 
ning to come in. A little more than 
$380,000 has been received. Returns 
will be complete on June 1 and by 
July 1 treasury officials expect to have 
$25,000,000 collected from that source,
